What Happens to Your Blood Bank Donation 

When a donor visits one of the Central Florida Blood Bank 
mobile units, the usual procedure is to donate a pint of whole 
blood. In that pint of whole blood there is nearly a half pint of 






red cells, but less than an ounce of platelets and only a 
thimbleful of white cells. Red cells can be separated from the 
pint of whole blood rather easily and given to any patient 
who needs them with little difficulty and immediate results. 
But platelets and white cells are an entirely different matter. 
Patients that require platelets need at least six pints of 
blood to acquire enough platelets for one transfusion. Dozens 


2 of donors are needed to supply enough blood to get an 


adequate supply of white blood cells for just one transfusion. 
And to complicate the matter further, numerous transfusions 
of platelets or white cells are usually needed before a patient 
will begin to feel the results. 

In the past few years, numerous cast members have found 
a need to utilize this invaluable service. Each and every one 
can tell you it was thanks to your gift of life that they are with 
us today!
